MadrM adTlaaa raport that laading 
dtltaai in Porto Rico taara alraady 
taken steps to become naturalized as 
Ualted Sut«8 clttzens. This is an er- 
ror, for eilsting law provides no way 
iB Which ttala cbaafa of cltlsanihip oao 
ba affaotad by ttaa raaidanta at tha fa- 
land. There is no United States court 
there before which a declaration of 
tntention can be filed, and in fact no 
nachinary at all which can be put in 
BotioB to ahaaga eitiaaaabip. 

laqoiry into thia aubject at tha atata 
department disclosea the fact that It 
has been usual to provide for a bodily 
transfer of the citizenship of people 
eoBditionad aa tboae in Porto Rico. 
iB tha traatjr of paaca which tanain- 
atea a war. It may b« prudent for 
the commission at Paris to avoid any 
reference to Porto Rtco again, in which 
ease congress will be called upon by 
tlia preaident to confer citiianahip upoa 
tha Porto Rleana la tha aama act aa 
that which must be passed to provide 
a stable form of government for the 
Island. 

Should althar of theae couraea be 
fovad to ba Impraotleabla, iataraational 

law in Its operation would confer 
American citizenship upon theae Porto 
Ricans, the Reneriil principle being 
that where a treaty of cession Is silent 
upon the subject citizenship changes 
with the aoll. la tha eaaa of tha ae- 
qulaitlon of New Mexico^ the reaidanta 
of the territory were given American 
ctlzenahip by specific provision of the 
trtaty.

"But euicording to the Spaniards, 
tha mala cauaa ot tha dtfflculty aacoua- 
tered la the aegotlatloaa eomaa from 
the lack of conciliation in the attitude 
of the American commission. It is 
known in regard to Porto Rico and 
Cuba that tha articlea of tha protocol 
are abaolatrty poaltlTO— tpaltt cedes 
Porto Rlco to the United States and 
relinquishes sovereignty over Cuba. 

"The question of the Cuban debt rn- 
mains. Upon which power should the 
onerooa obllgatloa ot guaraatsalng tha 
debt raat? 

"Here is where tha two commisaions 
differ in their views and neither is in- 
clined to yield. The Spaniards agree 
on the following lines: When a pow^r 
annexaa territory It ia Implied that it 
aaamasa all tha obllgstlooa prerlonaly 
of such territory. It Is Internationa) 
law, sanctioned by usage and which 
has always been complied with. 

"Thus, whaa France annexed Savoy, 
aha aaaaqisd all tha dabta coatractsd 
by the lattar whUa still aa Italian 
province." 

"Lastly, they remind their opponents 
that Cuba is virtually the key of the 
Oulf of Mexico, a strategic poaltlon ot 
tha flrat order to tha Uaitad SUtea. and 
an Immenaa adTaatagak which ealla for 
some Bacriflca npoB tba part ol the 
Americana 

"To thia tha latter replied at first 
that they could aot liaten to any dls- 
enaalOB ot tha matter of tha debt, be- 
ing under formal instnicttona from 
their government. But on the Spanish 
commisKlon Insisting, and In the pres- 
ence of Its very firm attitude, lue 
Amarleaaa hava taken a mora eoaciii- 
atory attitude, aot that tbey entertain 
the Intention of yielding to Spain's in- 
junctions, but they consent to argue 
agolnat the Spanish position."

"The American 'commissioners have 
formal orders not to lend themselves 
to any modifications of the conditiouK 
of peace aad to repel all arbitration. 

"Madrid now kaowa that the effort 
to induce the United States to assume 
any part of the Cuban debt or to re- 
nounce the Philippines, wholly or In 
part was doomed in advance to fail- 
ure. Spain has nothing to do but to 
give way BObly to hard lawa of war."

"blanket" Injunction against tbe strik- 
ing wire drawers Judge Hammond of 
the United States district csurt said: 

"The right of labor is not only a 
right of property, but of liberty, whlcli 
every man enjoys In this country bh 
his birthright; the llb-'.ty of which 
we boast is not conSrui to political 
rights alone, but extends aa weU to 
personal actlvitlea In aad about one's 
dally bualneaa, ba he laborer or cap- 
iulist 

"The right which the co'irt onforcrs' 
by injunrtltm is the sam ^ right thit 
lies at the foundation of the strikers' 
own freedom when they refuaa to work 
on any terma but their own, and it 
la a right which no person, because 
he is a striker, can lawfully deny to 
the so-called "scab," who is entitled to 
pass freely through the atraata aad 
hlghwaya to hla work. 

"The plaa of campaign adopted by 
the strikers was a most subatantial ex- 
hibition of force by keeping always 
near the mill large bodies of men, 
massed aad controlled by tha leaders 
ao a»to ba vaad for obatraetlon If 
neeassary.*?

Stiles of this city, that 
it will continue to run an iude|)en(Ient 
factory, notwithitandiiiir all reports as to 
the tobacco trust; and that all people 
now in the company's employ will be 
retained as long as they perform their 
work well and faithfully. The company 
also notifies its bnyers and agents that 
they arc expected to deal "fairly and 
et^uitably" with the growers and handlers. 

Mr. Stiles last year purchased in this 
.'ection for his eompany T'i'.i.OOO poiindH 
and the year before 1,160,000 pounds, and 
it is a good thing for tbe growera of the 
surrounding country that ho |g tO flOO- 
tinue buying at this point. 

The Liggett ik Myers Company operates 
only one factory but it is a big one and 
last year it came within 2,000,000 pounds 
of conHuniing as much leaf aa the trust 
did with its ten factories. As long as 
Liggett & Myers continae to operate an 
independent factory the grower is assured 
of lively competition for his tobacco.

"Tlie Empire of the South" is the title 
of a volume just published by the South 
em railway. It oontaina nearly SOD oc- 
tavo pages and 400 illustrations. Every 
Stote and every particular interest of the 
country east of the Mississippi and aonth 
of the Potomac and Ohio rivers is treated 
in a broad and interesting manner. The 
author, Frank Pesbrey, baa been for 
months engaged in the preparation of 
the book, and has had the co-operation 
of the oflicials of the Southern railway. 
"It is a volume," aaya the Lexington 
Herald, "which is sure to do tbe South 
an incalculable amount of ^jood. From 
advance sheets we have pleasure in quot- 
ing from the chaptor devoted to Ken« 
tncky, which is extensive and compre- 
hensive, and covers not only the Stoto's 
interest as a whole, bat gives an interest- 
ing sketeh of many of tbe important 
places : 

"From the days, over a century ago. 
when the hunter's riffe first startled the 
timid deer feeding by her rivers, up to 
the present time, Kentucky has been a 
veriteble horn of plenty. The lapsing 
yean, of course, have seen a change in 
the kind of abundance, but never in the 
degree. Instead of the roving game that 
gave maal in plenty for her pioneers, 
there are now herds and fiocks and the 
sleek thoroughbred, tbe finest the world 
has ever seen.

In tbe production 
and manufacture of tobacco and whisky 
Kentucky leads the Union, as she does in 
thoroughbreds. In every branch of in- 
dastry and production the Srate's history 
lor a century shows a reliable return can 
be looked for from eflort and investment. 
This aasnranoe of resnlte is the fact to 
which Kentucky proudly points as her 
warrant for her invitation to all who de- 
sire a sure return from capital or labor. 
That her invitation is hearty no one will 
doubt, for Kentucky's hospitality is pro- 
verbial. 

"But the State's fame rests not alone 
on her record of progress, notable as that 
has been. It rests quite as much on the 
men aud women who have had the priv- 
ilege, for aa such they have always and 
everywhere esteemed it. of calling them- 
selves Kentuckiaus. 

" This State that hai been so product- 
ive in human and material forces has an 
area of 40,000 square miles, or 25,000,000 
acres, stretching from east to west near- 
ly 500 miles. The surface is a broken 
plain, sloping generally northwest from 
the Cumberland Mountains on the south- 
east to the Mississippi river on the west 
Flowing on and within her borders 
Kentucky has 2,000 miles of navigable 
rivers. The Ohio is the trunk line of this 
great waterway system, making with ite 
tij;! miles of windings the State'? norlli- 
ern boundary. Flowing into it are the 
Big Sandy, UoUng, Kentadiy,8alt river, 
Tradewatar, Green, Cumberland and 
Tennessee. Emptying into these rivers 
ard manyemaller ones, tlie whole making 
a network of waterways, which is one of 
the State's most valuable uatural assets. 

"lu the production of tobacco Ken- 
tucky leads all the other States. The 
quality is so high that it fixes the stand- 
ard in many kinds. Her hurley tobacco 
ii so much superior to that grown else- 
where that the State baa a virtual monop- 
oly of tlm ttiaple. As indicating ili3 
proflte of tobacco culture, crops frequent- 
ly average from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds to 
the acre, and tbe cboi-jest leaf frequently 
sells at $30 per 100 pounds. Besides the 
barley the dark or heavy types are large- 
ly grown. These do not command so 
high a price as the former, but as their 
yield is larger their production provea 
quite as profitable to the grower. 

"Kentucky leads the union also in the 
production of whisky, having just com- 
pleted her first century in ita manufac- 
ture. The beginning of the industry was 
the direct result of the whisky war in 
Pennsylvania in 1798. At ite close there 
was an exodus ol distillen over tbe 
mountains to the wilda of Kentucky. 
The first distillery waa built in what is

no.v MaFon County, but when the State 
was organized it was a part of Bourbon 
County, hence the name given the pro- 
duct to distinguish it from the Eastern 
brand, which was distilled from rye. 

"It is interesting to note, in this period 
of general currency discussion, that in the 
early days whisky was the principal 
medium of exchange in Kentucky. It 
possessed tbe currepcy requisites of im- 
proving with age, of ready divisibility 
and of portability, to .«uy nothing of the 
fact that it was in great demand. 

"As indicating to what dimensions the 
industry has grown, the general govern- 
ment receives in revenue alone about 
jL'.>,000,0(»0 annually on the Kentucky 
product. Measured in money it is the 
leading industry in the State, and pays 
out every year millions of dollars for 
corn, rye and malt, in addition to tbe 
enormous amount to labor. On May 1st, 
1898, there were in the distilleries and 
bonded warehouses of tbe State 76,509,- 
421 lodlons of whisky. For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 18t)7,tha prodootion 
of bourbou and rye whisky was 17,470,- 
887 gallons. 

"The thoroughbred is the third in the 
triumvirate of products in which Ken- 
tucky leads the Union, ^he Kentucky 
horse is invincible. It is claimed that 
there is some subtle quality in tbe cli- 
mate of Kentucky and some peculiar 
nutriment in tbe grasses raised in her 
limestone paitnres that unite in produc- 
ng the perfect horse. Re that aa it 
may, the fact is fully established that the 
blooded boraes of the "Bine Qraaa State" 
excel thoHe raised elsowhora in ipeed, 
endurance and beauty. 

"But Kantoelty has not allowed herself 
to become engrossed with the creation of 
wealth to theexcIuKion of the cultivation 
of the mind. She is generous in her pro- 
visioti for schools. In 1897 she was pro- 
viding instruction for 736,109 of her chil- 
Iron, for which she was paying over $3,- 
00<J,000. On teachers' salaries alone the 
sum reached tbe large total of $2,500,000. 
A.t the head of the school system is her 
State University at Lexington, with 
which the graded schools 'are federated. 
There are also many other institutions of 
higher learning, among them being 
Georgetown College, Central University, 
Center College ami the State Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College."
